THE HAPPINESS BOYS IN ‘THE ROAD TO INDIA 


RUSSIANS WOO BIGGEST NEUTRAL 


Literally with dove in hand, Soviet Premier 
Nikolai Bulganin and Communist party chief 
Nikita Khrushchev hit the road to India, try- 
ing to beguile the world’s biggest neutral into 
active cooperation with the Soviet Union. For 
so important a prize they scheduled an [ndia- 
wide courtship tour lasting 18 days. 
“verywhere they went, the Russians received 
tumultuous ovations. These were organized by 
the Congress Party of India’s Prime Minister 
Nehru, who had been pleased by his recent 


trip to Russia (Lire, June 20), and who clear- 
ly wanted his country to have closer ties with 
the Soviets. The atmosphere being favorable, 
Bulganin and Khrushchev moved in. 

They beamed appreciatively at the many gifts 
they received and moved with genial assurance 
among crowds and dignitaries. They exploited 
the important forum of the Indian parliament 
to praise Nehru’s neutralism and to assail the 
alleged Western “policy of threats by atomic 
weapons,” which many Indians believe exists. 


It did not all go smoothly. During the visit 
Bombay Communists embarrassed the Russians 
by helping to stage a bloody riot in which 15 
were killed and 200 hurt. And the British For- 
eign Office, in an extraordinarily strong state- 
ment, denounced as “thoroughly hypocritical” 
Bulganin’s claim that the Soviet policy was one 
of nonintervention. If these blows disturbed 
Bulganin and Khrushchev, they gave no sign 
of it as they pursued their folksy whistle-stop 
politicking across the vast Asian subcontinent.

‘A HUG AND PROMISES 


In a country where the U.S. has already helped 
create vast hydroelectric projects, the travel- 
ing salesmen of Communism made grandiose 
promises. At the Bhakra dam, the pride of all 
India, Nikita Khrushchev said grandly, “If you 
want our technical know-how, ask us.” 

It was a peculiar place for him to say this for 
the dam is being built under the direction of 
an American engineer, Harvey Slocum (above). 
U.S. equipment is going into many of India’s 
dam projects. American government technical 
assistance and economic aid has amounted to 
$450 million in the last four years. Last week 
Henry J. Kaiser agreed to build a new $130- 
million steel plant expansion in India. 

Against such a record of accomplishment, 
the Russians have so far done little but offer 
to build a $90-million steel mill on easy credit 
terms. The deal is not yet firm. Bulganin and 
Khrushchev spoke exuberantly of promoting 
Soviet-Indian trade, giving Soviet technical as- 
sistance and sharing data on atomic energy. 
As of last week, they had not made a major 
specihc commitment. 

In a country of mushrooming population 
and inexhaustible needs for every kind of aid, 
from foreign capital to technical assistance, 
such words sounded fair. The gregarious pres- 
ence of the touring Soviet leaders was a power- 
ful reminder that if U.S. aid should falter (see 
Editorial), India and the 370 million Indians 
might be eager to embrace some new friends.

FORBIDDEN YEMEN YIELDS TO A 


In the shadow of a mile-high, walled city which 
few Americans have ever seen, a little-known 
businessman has just negotiated the opening 
of one of the world’s most inaccessible coun- 
tries to U.S. capital.

U.S., Russians appear to use 
fission-fusion-fission principle 


Last week the U.S. learned that Russia had set 
off its biggest H-bomb to date and that the 
U.S. might test some of its own next spring. 
The reports gave added import to a new theory 
which scientific observers have evolved con- 
cerning the way the H-bomb works. Their de- 
ductions were getting a lot of attention last 
week because of a speech by AEC Commis- 
sioner Thomas E. Murray which gave a clue as 
to the materials used in building ‘them. 

Until recently the H-bomb was thought to 
be powered mainly by fusion of heavy hydro- 
gen atoms. The intense heat needed to bring 
about fusion was thought to come from an 
A-bomb trigger which by splitting Uranium 235 
or plutonium atoms in nuclear fission released 
enormous amounts of energy. 

But when a Japanese { ahving boat, the For- 
tunate Dragon, was showered with radioactive 
dust near 1954’s first test H-blast, scientists 
knew that such a heavy fallout could not have 
come from fusion or from a small fission trig- 
ger. A fission trigger would produce relatively 
little radioactive debris, and fusion produces 
none. The fallout could only have come from 
a mass of uranium so huge that it must ac- 
count for most of the bomb’s explosive power. 
From these calculations emerged a new con- 
cept of the bomb which is shown in the draw- 
ings on the opposite page. 

This superweapon is a fission-fusion-fission 
bomb—a 3-F bomb. [t has a fission trigger 
which causes fusion, The fusion in turn acts 
as a booster to give the bomb its big punch 
which comes from the final fissioning of Ura- 
nium 238. This is the plentiful form of the 
metal which yields minute quantities of its 
dangerous isotope U-235 whose fissioning pow- 
ers ordinary atom bombs. Ordinarily U-238 re- 
sists fissioning. But when it is struck by the 
intense hail of fast neutrons released by the 
fusion (diagram at right), even Uranium 238s 
tough atoms give way and fission with a force 
equivalent to 10 to 20 million tons of TNT.

THE U.S. CUTS ITS BETS JUST AS REDS ARE STEALING OUR AID-TRADE STRATEGY 


In Washington, among the bureaus most keenly attuned to 
the ups and downs of the cold peace, the horrible suspicion 
is dawning that the slippery Russians are turning against us 
our own strategy of economic aid and technical assistance. 
Khrushchev and Bulganin, those traveling salesmen of Com- 
munist Point Four and goodwill, helped the dismal feel- 
ing with their baby-kissing tour of India and their lavish- 
sounding promises of ruble loans and technical scholarships. 
Even more alarming was Egypt, which the West had assumed 
was safely anchored. Instead, the Communist bloc, in a series 
of brilliant maneuvers, has gathered Egypt into its trade 
orbit, swapping guns, planes, kerosene and locomotives for 
cotton and lime. Result: Egypt’s exports to the Communist 
bloc, normally only 20% of its total trade, this year are 
running at the rate of 53%. Not only that; the Soviets have 
just made a well-timed offer to provide Colonel Nasser with 
$200 million and the engineers he needs to start the project 
closest to his heart—the Aswan dam to make the world’s 
biggest power and irrigation project on the upper Nile. 


Such examples are multiplying. Soviet aid technicians 
have reared huge new grain elevators on the skyline of Kabul, 
capital of Afghanistan; others are building flour mills and 
paving streets. Czech trucks are sold in Jordan and Czech 
tractors in the Sudan. Ceylon is getting Soviet-made car- 
penter tools; Red China is swapping rice for Ceylon’s rubber. 
The Soviet has offered Turkey long-term loans to finance 
three cotton-textile mills, and ‘Geerhielonaiia is offering to 
provide the textile equipment; Hungary, a power plant. East 
Germany is swapping shoddy pseudo-Volkswagens for Nor- 
wegian fish. A startling statistic: the Soviet Union is now 
turning out 53,000 engineers a year vs. 23,000 in the U.S. 
Ours study five days a week for four years; theirs, six days a 
week for five years—the extra study being devoted to the 
language and culture of lands marked for Soviet economic 
penetration. 

All such facts are cause for sober concern but hardly 
for distress. What a show is an implied victory for 
the strategy the U.S. has followed since World War II’s 
end, a decade in which we have staked the staggering sum 
of $35.7 billion in the hope of fending off Communism 
in non-Communist countries by helping them build pros- 
perous free economies. While we were doing this, the Com- 
munists were trying unsuccessfully to wreck these same 
economies through strikes, subversion and sabotage. Their 
attempts to seize power by insurrection in India, Indonesia, 
the Philippines and Burma failed. Their decision to try 
technicians instead of truncheons is an admission of this 
failure. As imitation, it is the sincerest form of flattery for 
the wisdom of our own strategy. 

A good poker player, who has staked big bets on strong 
cards, increases his bets still more when he discovers he 
has a winning hand. The U.S., with its $35.7 billion bet 
on the ability of the world’s greatest productive machine 
to enlarge the free world’s trading area by priming its pumps 
of production, ought to be increasing its own stakes in 
this showdown game. Incredibly, it is doing just the op- 
posite. Two weeks ago International Cooperation Adminis- 
trator John B, Hollister announced a plan to withhold 20% 
of all foreign aid appropriations, as a sort of kitty for 
“future emergencies.’ 

This is dollar wisdom and million dollar foolishness. It 
is a serious flaw in the Administration’s otherwise sound 
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approach to foreign policy. The flaw is in a tendency to tackle 
economic problems singly, in a tactic of putting out individ- 
ual brush fires instead of evolving a coherent long-range 
world economic policy. In such a policy economic aid, tech- 
nical assistance and increasingly liberalized trade, with a min- 
imum of tariff and other restrictions, would all be meshed 
into a master strategy of enlarging everyone's trade, produc- 
tion and consumption. 

To attempt this is neither philanthropy, charity nor sen- 
timentalism but harsh necessity. It agrees with the expansive 
dynamic of U.S. capitalism—the belief in bigger pieces for 
everybody out of bigger pies. Only the U.S., whose 6% of 
the world’s people use up 50% of the free world’s production 
of raw materials, has the resources and the know-how to do 
the job. Experts who have*studied the Asian-African invest- 
ment problem believe that $3 billion a year—of which the 
U.S. government would need to put up no more than §2 bil- 
lion on top of the $1 billion a year it is now spending in 
that area—could in a 10-year period achieve the desired end. 
Such an investment could plant the seeds of economic prog- 
ress in the world’s underdeveloped areas (where three fifths 
of mankind live) and get them well started toward modern, 
self-sustaining economic health. As to whether the U.S. can 
afford it, our national income in the current year alone is ris- 
ing by $26.5 billion. As to whether we can afford not to do 
it, it cost us $22 billion—and nearly 34,000 lives—to keep 
Communism out of just one tiny country—South Korea. 

Unless the world’s foremost industrial power does meet 
the need, these people will inevitably turn to the Soviets, 
now the world’s second industrial power. Its income is in- 
creasing at the rate of $8 billion a year; if only one fourth of 
that should be devoted to Communist Point Four, it could 
cause us severe losses. Many of the porn atta promises are 
undoubtedly phony- 
to Egypt they could probably gain entree for thar tech 
cians. By the same token we should not be blackmailed into 
taking on any projects which don’t make economic sense. 
But the danger is that Soviet lures will enmesh some of these 
countries before they discover the emptiness of the prom- 
ises. And in the case of Red China, at least, they are deliver- 
ing the real thing—economic aid of $1.6 billion a year and 
the help of thousands of expert technicians. 


The ultimate fate of Asia may depend upon the outcome 
of the competition between India’s democratic economy and 
Red China’s slave system. In this competition Red China 
already has the immense advantage of this Soviet pepe 
India, on the other hand, has to find an assurance of $1.7 
billion in order to carry out its second five-year plan of in- 
dustrialization. We will do well to keep this disparity i in mind 
in our own plans. 

With nuclear war tacitly outlawed, this problem is prob- 
ably the greatest that will confront us in our lifetime. On 
its solution undoubtedly the alternative of peaceful develop- 
ment or bloody and unpredictable world upheav al likely de- 
pend. We can “nobly save or meanly lose.” We: shall fail 
most miserably of all if we seek to meet it only halfway, 
in pinch-penny and isolated gestures. Let us hope that Pres- 
ident Eisenhower in his State of the Union message will un- 
fold a policy to meet the problem with a boldness and imagi- 
nation which not only will inspire the world but unite all 
Americans, and all parties, in true bipartisan purpose—to 
complete a victory already partly won.

On a man-made island 110 miles off Cape Cod, storm-whipped 
waves (previous page) smashed at one of the supporting columns. 
Aboard the island, the first Air Force “Texas tower” radar station, 
were 119 men. Eighty-two were permanent crewmen; the rest were 
visitors who had come aboard that morning, most for a four-hour 
stay. Then the storm blew up and trapped them. It was one of the 
visitors, Commercial Photographer Charles Hegyes, who had hung 
head-down from a trap door under the island’s deck to picture the 
sea as it destroyed one of the huge steel fenders which keep ships 
from buffing the columns.

Out of uniform since he told off Hitler, Heusinger launches democratic reforms 
by CHARLES THAYER 


FEW weeks ago 10] men stood at attention in a government build- 
ing in West Germany's capital and were sworn in as the first 
canuriicstaaed and noncommissioned officers of the new West German 
armed forces. The date. Nov. 12, was evocative: it was almost exactly 
37 years after Germany's surrender in World War I, 10!% years after 
her even more disastrous defeat in World War II, more than five 
years after the first proposals for German rearmament. 
In the motley group—only 12 had been able to outfit themselves 


with uniforms in time for the ceremony there were two officers of 


general rank: Lieut. Generals Adolf Heusinger and Hans Speidel. Spei- 
del, who has been serving as chief German military representative 
to NAT ‘O, will return to Paris in his newly commissioned capacity. 


Heusinger, with the title of General Inspector of the Army of the 
German Federal Republic, was assuming officially the job of rebuild- 
ing from the ground up a German army that will be not only an 
effic ient fighting unit but a democratic one. 

Some of the apathy which Heusinger must overcome was revealed 
in the atmosphe re of the commissioning ceremony. It took plac em 
a hastily redecorated defense ministry garage. Outside no crowds cath- 
ered to admire the snappy new gray uniforms. Many German papers 
didn’t even headline the event, W orse than the apathy facing Heu- 
singer is the outright hostility of many of the ex-Wehrmacht high 
brise: who disdain him as something of ari upstart and his plans Fase 
“democratizing’ the German army as civilian hogwash.

Against these sizable obstacles, Heusinger sets a brilliant mili- 
tary record untainted by Nazism and a personality about as far 
from the stereotype of the German general staff officer as it is 
possible to be. Slightly built and barely 5’6" tall, with a smiling 
round face, thin sandy hair and gentle blue eyes, he talks in pre- 
cise, short, unadorned sentences, the thoughts neatly arranged in 
paragraphs and subparagraphs. His World War II chief, Colonel 
General Franz Halder, once noted on Heusinger’s efhciency rec- 
ord: “Inexorably clear, fertile in ideas, brilliant and yet painfully 

exact—the ideal chief of operations.’ 

Heusinger admits that he prefers civilian clothes to uniforms 
and looks forward with little enthusi- 
asm to tramping around once again in 
heavy boots. In fact, when he is in muf- 
ti he invariably pads about in the light- 
est openwork sandals he can find. 

But Heusinger does not pamper him- 
self. Long since trained to eat anything 
set before him, to the despair of his 
wife he scarcely notices whether she 
has prepared an elaborate soufflé or a 
dish of boiled potatoes. Members of his 
staff recall his austere habits during 
the war. Once, when the rations of the 
general staff had been drastically cut to 
provide more food for the front line 
troops, a young ofhcer managed to pro- 
cure several sacks of potatoes from a 
farmer uncle for the officers’ mess. 
Heusinger found out about it and stern- 
ly ordered the potatoes returned. 

Asked why he chose a military ca- 
reer, Heusinger says that mainly he was 
attracted by the opportunity to work 
with other men, to train them, mold 
them and lead them. He claims one oth- 
er reason: the man who was never at 
a loss to reckon balances between op- 
posing millions of men and hundreds 
of thousands of guns says he could 
never have been a success in busi- 
ness because he is no good at account- 
ing. * ‘Every time I try to keep books,” 
he says, “they come out wrong at the 
end of the month.” Frau Heusinger 
handles the family finances. 

The Heusingers and their two daughters live in a modest apart- 
ment on a little side street in the hills overlooking Bonn. Unlike 
most Bonn functionaries Heusinger does not own a car. “What with 
garages, repairs, gasoline and all that, it’s too complicated,” says 
the man who arranged the transportation of entire armies from 
the Volga to the Atlantic.

Heusinger abhors the limelight, as might be expected of a model 
staff ofhcer who always had to remain in the shadow of his com- 
manding general. Even today his face is so little known that he is 
Sc ‘arcely ever recognized in public. On a recent Sunday ° XCULrsSloOn 
to the Drachenft fels, a mountain crowned by an old ruin on the 
Rhine near Bonn, Heusinger Was examining ¢ Fa | historic marker 
dealing with the N Napelaonite war period when a young fellow 
excursionist undertook to tell him all about it. Heusinger ‘listened 
attentively while his self-appointed instructor lectured him about 
the events in question. When the young man finished, Heusinger 
thanked him politely and strolled off, leaving the youth unaware 
that he had been teaching military history to one of Germany's 
most brilliant soldiers. 

Heusinger’s military career began when he finished school dur- 
ing W orld War I. Entering the army as a cadet he soon was com- 
missioned a second lieutsuant, In 1917 this career was interrupted 
when an isolated outpost he was holding with a handful of men 
was attacked by a half dozen British basil: He took cover in a 
shell hole. but when he tried Lo fet back to his Owl lines Fa | Cana- 
dian Tommy had him covered: “He was as long as a tree,” Heu- 
singer still recalls. 

Of his two-year internment in England he remembers best an old 
Chinese proverb told him by a fe ne prisoner, whic h he inseribed 
onascroll and tacked up over his bed: “Please God.” it read. “that 
I may lie down under a tree and sleep and never again be a soldier.” 

But once back in Germany he changed his mind. His father was 
ill. His savings were wiped out by inflation: He returned to active 
duty in the army being reorganized by Colonel General Hans von 
Seeckt. He soon made a name as a planning officer and by 1930 he 


was transferred to the general staff. In 1940 he became chief of 


ope rations on the fene ral stal fT. 
He never became a Nazi but his brilliance led Hitler to overlook 
this. For three long years, under a succession of commanding 


senerals, he helped to plan the movement of the German forces 


facing the Russians. 

These were probably the unhappiest years of his life. Con- 
stantly he found himself at odds with Hitler’s ‘intuitive’ amateur 
strategy. He is among those who believe that the Germans might 
have captured Moscow in 1941 had not Hitler diverted a whole 
army arainst Kharkoy instead of concentrating on the Russian 
capital. “He also thinks it might have been possible to hold Stalin- 
erad in 1942 had Hitler not insisted on striking simultaneously 
at the Caucasian oil fields.

Just before the bomb went off 
Heusinger was giving the daily situation report. Directly beside 
him, Hitler was “leaning over the maps and listening attentively, 
The news was bad: 

“Heavy Russian forces are swinging north toward the Baltic,” 
Heusinger reported in his quiet, lisping voice. “Unless you permit 
Army Group North to retire before they are cut off, we are heading 
for catastrophe. = 

At that moment an ear-splitting explosion interrupted the report. 
The table was hurled into the air and the room burst into flames. 

When Heusinger regained consciousness, Hitler was being led 
out. One man lay dead, several others dying. His uniform in shreds, 
Heusinger crawled on his hands and knees from the flaming room. 
After several days in a field hospital the Gestapo threw him into 
jail, charging him with complicity in the plot that had so nearly 
taken his own life. After weeks of brutal questioning he was re- 
leased. Thereupon Hitler awarded him a medal that he had ordered 
specially struck off for survivors of the bomb plot. 

Heusinger never wore that medal. Hardly had Hitler finished 
decorating him when the Fiihrer launched into a vitriolic attack 
on his generals who, he said, were not only defeatists but disloyal 
as well. 

“T demand,” he screamed, “that my generals, just as ordinary 
soldiers, carry out every one of my orders with instantaneous, 
blind and unquestioning obedience.” 

Heusinger’s answer, as he recounts it, was: “I fear that will be 
somewhat difficult. Your generals have been to school. They are 
accustomed to thinking. To forbid them to think, to make them 
mere automatons or to make them act against their consciences 
will hardly be possible.” That ended Heusinger’s service under 
Hitler and he spent the rest of the war on inactive duty. 

Until Chancellor Adenauer summoned him to Bonn six years 
later, Heusinger lived quietly, writing a book about his war expe- 
riences. When he arrived at the capital, rearmament was a delicate 
issue, bitterly debated in parliament. But Heusinger and Speidel 
soon won the confidence of Adenauer’s coalition and the respect 
of the Socialist opposition as well. After his first meeting with 
Heusinger, Kurt Schumacher, the usually contentious Socialist 
leader, commented, ‘‘There’s a real brain!” 

In 1951, six years after the surrender of the German armed 
forces, General Eisenhower as Supreme Allied Commander for 
Europe arrived in Bonn during a swing around Europe to explore 
Western defense possibilities. 

I was in Bonn at the time as U.S. liaison officer to the German 
government. Some of us were distinctly uneasy about the com- 
ing encounter between Eisenhower and the German defense chiefs. 
Many German ex-ofhcers claimed that the Alles, and not least 
among them Eisenhower himself, had sullied the honor of the 
German military. In his memoirs he had made several uncompli- 
mentary remarks about the conduct of the German soldier. Among 
the Germans who did not have unqualified admiration for the 
NATO commander was Adolf Heusinger. 

Up till then Eisenhower had consistently refused to shake hands 
with any German. And that day he happened to be running a high

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temperature from a severe case of flu, so that I feared the meeting 
could hardly be a success. Stiffly Heusinger came forward to be 
introduced. I wondered whether Eisenhower would shake his hand. 

Eisenhower's face lit up with the familiar smile as he grasped the 
German general’s hand warmly. A few moments later, accompanied 
by Speidel, the two retired to a side room for a private discussion. 
When they emerged every trace of stiffness had left Heusinger. He, 
too, was beaming. 

“That's a man I could work for,” he said enthusiastically. From 
that day Heusinger had worked loyally not only with Eisenhower 
but with his successors, Generals Matthew Ridgway and Alfred 
Gruenther, at SHAPE. 

Heusinger is not only convinced that Germany should be firmly 
integrated with a Western European defense force, but, as he in- 
dicated to Hitler, he believes that its army should be made up of 
men who can think for themselves. 

After Germany’s defeat in World War I Heusinger was deeply 
disturbed by the way in which German soldiers were cynically 
exploited by political extremists. Ever since he has recognized the 
necessity for better civic training of 
recruits. He has therefore encour- 
aged younger officers on his staff to 
work out new regulations abolish- 
ing many of the stiff, strict customs 
governing the relations of officers 
and men. The leader of these “re- 
formers,” Count Wolf von Baudis- 
sin of the Defense Ministry, is an 
idealistic believer in the new “‘citi- 
zen in uniform” concept. Baudissin 
has devised new training procedures 
designed to blot out forever the old 
Prussian traditions. But the reform- 
ers insist that there will still be no 
mollycoddling of the recruit for, as 
Chancellor Adenauer himself has 
warned, you cannot make a tough 
combat unit look like a school soe- 
cer team. 

Nevertheless Heusinger believes 
the reformers have gone to extremes 
In some instances. As an example 
he cites one reformer’s suggestion 
that the new soldier be taught to regard his uniform not as a 
badge of honor but as a w orking suit like a mechanic’s overalls 
or a Waiter’s apron, 

Heusinger disagrees with foreign critics who blame Europe’s 
wars on the German high command. Although he admits the general 
staff was partly responsible for some of the recent tragedies in 
European history, he feels that Germany’s political leaders were 
as much if not more to blame. 

Bismarck, whom Heusinger, like most German officers, admires, 
countermanded the orders of Germany’s great military commander, 
Von Moltke. When Bismarck was dismissed, Kaiser Wilhelm II 
allowed the general staff to flout the authority of his ministers. 

In the early years after World War I, the Socialists and other 
political parties abdicated their responsibilities to bring the army 
under control so that the Chief of the General Staff, General von 
Seeckt, was able to have things his own way. Ostracized by the 
West, Von Seeckt foxily turned to the Bolsheviks to help him 
rebuild his army and evade the limitations of the Versailles Treaty. 
And during the Nazi period, Heusinger says, the general staff was 
a constant brake on the adventurous schemes of the Fiihrer. 

Although Heusinger believes that it is of the greatest importance 
that the new German army be placed under rigid civilian control, 
he emphatically rejects the idea of subordinating officers to the 
scrutiny of bureaucrats. Control, he insists, must Phe exercised by 
elected political leaders in parliament, the ministry of defense and 
the cabinet. On the question of organization Heusinger tends to 
favor the American system of three separate service chiefs of staff 
with a chairman to coordinate their activities. He also strongly 
approves the establishment of a body like our National Security 
Council in which civilians and soldiers together can thrash out 
defense policies on the highest level. 

Heusinger is the first to admit that many of his reforms run 
head-on into Germany’s stubborn and ancient military traditions. 
Many ex-oflicers as well as civilians regard the concept of the 
“citizen in uniform” as absurd. Fathers who have served their 
time clicking heels, saluting stiffly and uttering pompous formulas 
intended to convey servility to their officers, see no reason why

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their sons should not also go through the same school of discipline. 

As the army takes shape, officers and noncoms from general to 
sergeant must be found who are not only reconciled to the scrap- 
ping of old traditions but loyally determined to apply the new 
principles in the units under their command. This will not be 
easy. Already, even within the defense ministry, one hears the 
comment that Baudissin’s reforms are too idealistic and that they 
will inevitably be modified on the parade ground and in the barracks. 

Many old and respected ex-generals have voiced misgivings about 
plans to scrap the general staff concept. They point out that the 
general staff system proved itself for over a century a highly 
efficient military institution to which Germany owes its undis- 
puted reputation on the battlefield. 

Perhaps the most dangerous opposition to Heusinger’s plans 
comes from neutralists and nationalists who question the wisdom 
of tying Germany’s new war machine too closely to the West. 
Among politicians from extreme left to extreme right German 
membership in NATO is meeting growing opposition. Some argue 
that NATO membership precludes the reunification of East and 
West Germany. Others complain that Germany’s partners in NATO, 
particularly the French and Italians, are militarily unreliable allies. 

In German military circles the tradition of collaboration with 
the East dates back to the days of Frederick the Great. One famous 
precedent was the Convention of Tauroggen of 1812 when a Prus- 
sian corps fighting under Napoleon switched sides and joined the 
Russians. The so-called ‘Spirit of Tauroggen,” which Von Seeckt 
followed in the ’20s, is far from dead among the officer class. 

Among those who have been released from Soviet prison camps 
in recent weeks the vast majority oppose any thought of coopera- 
tion with their former captors. Yet a few, such as General Walther 
von Seydlitz, who was captured at Stalingrad and spent 12 years 
in Russia, have advocated friendlier relations with the East. On the 
whole, though, the pro-East officers probably do not enjoy much 
serious support in West Germany today. 

Many are asking whether the mild-mannered “Heusinger is 
strong enough to carry through his drastic democratic reforms in 
the face of opposition from so many quarters. 

“Democracy, one politician has said, “is not mildness.”’ Ger- 
many’s top general, he argues, requires forcefulness, not merely 
persuasiveness. 

Some older ex-generals with anti-Nazi records object to being 
sidetracked by a junior who has spent most of his mature life as a 
staff officer drawing plans for his superiors to decide on, Further- 
more, some ex-officers complain Heusinger has had little firsthand 
experience leading men in combat. 

Those who know Heusinger best and have worked with him 
longest do not share these doubts, His immediate chief, German 
Defense Minister Theodor Blank, scoffs at the old troop command- 
ers who pester him with their misgivings. 

“After all,” he retorts, “who devised the plans and wrote 
the orders the troop commanders won their laurels executing? 
It’s not the battle-scarred heroes we need, but plans and orders.”

EASTERN RED CEDAR

Its fragrant needles 
are soft and flat and are striped with two lines on 
the underside. Its small cones form at the tips of 
its branches.

NORWAY SPRUCE 


This tree, which bears the largest cones of any 
spruce (right), grows to be 100 feet tall with pendu- 
lous branches. It has four-sided, sharp-pointed nee- 
dles which, as in all spruces, grow out all the sides 
of the twigs. Hardy in the coldest parts of the U.S., 
it makes an excellent windbreak. When young, the 
tree is stiff and upright, but as it grows older the 
branches are so heavy they become gracefully pendu- 
lous. In old age its top frequently is thin and open. 


COLORADO BLUE SPRUCE 


The blue spruce, a straight and symmetrical tree 
in its youth (left), has dense needles that range 
from a dull bluish-green to a silver-blue. Its light 
brown cones are from two to four inches long with 
thin, flexible scales. Slow growing, it is tolerant 
of a wide variety of soil conditions. But it does not 
grow old gracefully, its lower branches dying off 
when attacked by a fungus disease, making the tree 


look scragely. After 20 years it should be replaced.

This tree (right), also called the Norway pine, grows 
30 to To feet tall, has spreading branches which 
usually turn up at the tips. Its pungent needles, 
which grow in clusters of two, are long and lus- 
trous.

The red pine does best in light, sandy soil 
in sunny locations in northeast and north central 
U.S. Once established, it grows quickly, lives long.

AMERICAN ARBORVITAE 


A tree that grows to be 60 feet tall, the arborvitae

growing, it is rather stiff in character, has scalelike 
foliage which turns somewhat brown in winter. Its 
cones are small, brown and podlike. In nature the 
arborvitae is almost always found in moist woods % 
but, in cultivation, does well if planted in either 
sun or shade. It is hardy in most parts of the U.S. 
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WHITE FIR 


This tall, narrow tree has bluish-green foliage, cones 
that stand upright and shatter at maturity. The 
cone at left above is half shattered: the other is in- 
tact. Its needles are flat, shiny on top, light on 
undersides. The white fir is noted for withstanding 
heat and drought, is dependable as far north as 
Maine, It grows as tall as 70 feet in its preferred 
soil—moist, well-drained, gravelly or sandy loam.

BRANCUSI AND ART 
COME FROM HIDING 


For nearly 25 years one of the greatest artists 
of the 20th Century has been living in almost 
complete obscurity, a hermit in a cluttered 
studio off a blind alley in Paris. He is Constan- 
tin Brancusi, a Romanian sculptor whose 
streamlined birds, egg-shaped heads and rough- 
hewn idols have revolutionized modern sculp- 
ture, provoked national debates (p. 139) and 
made him famous around the world. 

But renown is of no concern to 79-year-old 
Brancusi who, having long ago dedicated his 
lite to the search for “true form,” has reso- 
lutely shunned photographers and made little 
effort to exhibit his work. Recently, however, 
he was persuaded to send some sculpture to his 
first big retrospect e show, now at New York’s 
(suggenheim Museum. And last month, after a 
lapse of years, he let himself be photographed 
in his studio.

BROUHAHA OVER BIRD 


As early as 1913 Brancusi raised a ruckus in the U.S. when some of 
his sculpture was exhibited in the Armory Show, eliciting cheers and 
sneers. In 1926 he prompted a legal furor when eight of his works 
bought by Americans came up against U.S. Customs officials. Eying 
the strange assortment of polished metal and marble, the officials 
decided it was not art, which could enter the country duty-free, but 
belonged rather in the category of “kitchen utensils and hospital 
supplies” and was therefore dutiable at 40% of its value. 

Enraged, the friends of modern art took the decision to court. Using 
as Exhibit | Brancusi’s Bird in Space (p. 136), they marshaled a dele- 
gation of critics and artists to testify. The government maintained that 
the Bird failed to meet the requirements of sculptured works of art 
which, by the U.S. Treasury definition, were “imitations of natural 
objects’ represented “in their true proportions.” The Bird-lovers ad- 
mitted that if they saw it in a forest they would not “take a shot at it” 
but they maintained it conveyed a “suggestion of flight.”’ Most impor- 
tant of all, it provided a “sense of beauty” and “a feeling of pleasure” 
which qualified it as a work of art. After long hours of debate Justice 
Burton Waite came up with his decision: though the bird had neither 
head, nor feet, nor feathers, it portrayed an abstract idea, was beauti- 
ful, symmetrical and hence a work of art. 

Brancusi was amazed by what he called the “brouhaha” over his 
bird. But the trial spread his fame in America and 90% of his work is 
now in U.S. collections. “Without the Americans,” said he recently, “T 
would not have been able to produce all this or even to have existed.” 
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BRANCUSI'S TOOLS, once in constant use, now hang idle upon the wall 
of his studio, Lame from a recent leg injury, Brancusi can no longer work.

Leahy Finds 
nknown Stars 


the Pros Want

ACH autumn a surprising number of su- 

perb college athletes play football in rela- 
tive obscurity. They perform great deeds on 
small campuses. Only a few people see them 
play and only the local papers report on their 
feats. They make nobody's bigtime All Amer- 
ica. Yet I would like to coach a team made up 
of heroes in hiding, like Charles Sticka (right) 
and those on following pages. | would like to 
coach them in a game against this vears All 
America. [t would be most entertaining, 

Their day of recognition has simply been 
postponed. The football pros, who gauge pros- 
pects on performance rather than press clip- 
pings, know who they are and are already after 
them. The pros have learned that lads from 
small colleges are better bets to come through 
than highly publicized players from the few 
select large schools. 

For one thing, lads from small colleges are 
usually unspoiled, For another, they are very 
coachable and starved for national recognition 
they have never received. The pro rosters are 
cluttered with supermen from obscure normal 
schools and inconspicuous A. & Ms. The chief 
scout of the Chicago Bears tells me that the 
pros are concentrating even more lately on 
vetting small-college talent. 

All 12 professional clubs are pursuing Sticka, 
the fullback from tiny Trinity College at Hart- 
ford, Conn, After watching him for one half, 
a scout from the San Francisco 49ers walked 
out of the stadium, saying, “I’ve seen enough. 
He'll do.” 

The great mystery to me is why these poten- 
tial pro stars go to small schools. How do they 
escape the bigtime college dragnet? In Sticka’s 
case he was fuched down by Harvard and Co- 
lumbia. I was coaching at Notre Dame at the 
time and was interested in having him come to 

South Bend. What a fullback he would have 
been for us! But he had already enrolled at 
Trinity and it was too late. 

With Willie Berzinski (p. 146), an unbe- 
lievably shifty back, it was apprehension over 
what would happen to him in a big college. He 
had offers from Wisconsin and Wyoming, but 
someone told him if he went to a big school he 
would be “just a number.” So he paid his own 
way to Wisconsin State College at La Crosse. 
The local Green Bay Packers want Willie, but 
so do other pro clubs. 

Wherever they go I predict great things for 
these young men. These lads rank with the best 
football players in America and in my opinion 
could earn a position on any team in existence. 
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Before he retired from college 
football two years ago Frank 
Leahy was a top coach at Bos- 
ton College and Notre Dame. 
In preparing this article he re- 
lied on reports from friends, 
coaches and many of his for- 
mer players from coast to coast.

If I were a pro coach T would make very effort 
to obtain Charles Sticka of Trinity College. This 
young back looks like Rocky Marciano and even 
sounds like him, snorting like a prizefighter when he 
amashes into the line ae beyond it (above).

ix-L.S. senator's son gets teacher mad but makes friends of pupils 


Visiting Moscow with his parents last month, John Benton, 15, 


son of William Benton, former U.S, senator from Connecticut, 


had the rare experience of spending four days at an English- 


language school for Kussian youth, Ilere is John’s own report: 


The school director took me upstairs to the 
seventh erade classroom. The hoy Se were of rLy 
own age but were a lot smaller. | would guess 
that the tallest one was about 5 feet 4 inches 
while | am over 5 feet 8 inches. 

[ went in and shook hands with the teacher. 
She had a grip like a bear trap, blond hair and 
very pink cheeks. The room was a normal 
sized classroom, with old desks that seat two 


people and with a blackboard in front. The 
boys wore gray uniforms with brass buttons, 
like all Russian schoolboys. 

The teacher seemed at first to be a very 
agreeable person, although, as I found later, 
her motives toward my part in her class were 
anything but agreeable to me. The nine boys 
(there was one girl in the class, so perhaps | 


shouldn't say “boys ’) were reading Aing Lear 


and being taught “English” English. By this 
I mean that they were learning English with 
an English accent, 

Each one zot up and proceeded to read King 
Lear and after the first two boys had finished 


reading, the teacher asked me to criticize. I 
didn t see what was coming, 

| told one that he would have done better if 
he had read it a few more times first, so he 
could read it aloud more clearly. The teacher 
beamed at me and told the hoy to sit down and 
that she would give him extra homework to do 
for tomorrow. | was very much embarrassed 
by this, so I told the next boy that he had done 
as well as | could myself. Then I got a terrible 


black look from the teacher. She was a master 


at black looks. When she asked me to criticize 
the third one, | asked her please not to put 
me on the spot, as | didn't want to contradict 


her. and [ didn't want to get her pupils in bad 


with her. There was a considerable amount of 


muffled giggling at this remark, 

\fter she and the boys had finished with 
King Lear, she asked me to read a poem, She 
handed me a notebook in which the poem was 
written. But [ couldn't read her writing and 
told her so. This time everybody laughed out-

championship for black looks. Much to her embarrassment I had to 
take a boy’s notebook in which was written the poem in much bet- 
ter writing. | made permanent friends with the whole class. 

The bell rang and I went down to the director's office. He asked me 
if I collected stamps, and I said that I didn’t but that my brother did. 
He pulled out an envelope full of Russian stamps and gave them to 
me for my brother. Then with great ceremony, he gave me a Kom- 
somol pin. The Komsomol is an organization which “prepares” boys 
and girls for the Communist party. You have to pass a test to be able 
to join it. [am not going to wear the pin. 

The last day [ was in school I invited about 10 of the boys to have 
something to eat in my hotel rooms. (I invited so many because | 
had asked three of them the previous afternoon and although they 
accepted none of them showed up. I invited 10 because I wanted to 
be sure that someone would come.) I waited till 7:30, and just as I 
was trying to call Dad to tell him they weren’t coming again, I heard 
a knock on the door. Two of the boys were in the doorway. One was 
the 16-year-old son of Konstantin Simonov, the famous Russian 
writer with whom Mother and Dad had a big, long lunch. 

I asked them to come in, and they said no, thank you, and that 
they had been waiting for me downstairs since 6:45, Maybe they had 
not understood me when I| had asked them up to my rooms. But I 
don't think so. They just didn’t want to be in my rooms. They still 
would not come in. I went downstairs and asked them all to come up. 
They made all kinds of excuses like “I am really not hungry” or “I am 
not dressed suitably.” I finally gave in, and all eight of us walked down 
Gorky Street, the big main street of Moscow with the fanciest shops, 
and not very fancy either. We passed a cafe, and I said I was hungry 
and asked them if they would like something to eat. The excuses they 
had made at the hotel fell apart. They were hungry, too, and were 
dressed all right for the cafe. We went in and after attracting a lot of 
attention, we finally got two tables put end to end, | wanted to treat 
them, but I told them I didn’t have enough rubles away from the 
hotel. I suggested that everybody pay for his own. They wouldn't 
let me pay anything. I pulled out some 20 postcards with pictures of 

the U.S. they had naked me to bring. We had bought them at Idlewild 

Airport before leaving because two Columbia University students who 
visited Russia last summer told Dad everybody in Russia wanted them 
and they were better than rubles. Somebody got the idea in his head 
that he wanted me to autograph his two postcards. So I had to auto- 
graph them all. 

One boy wanted to know what our television was like. He asked if 
our station began before 6 at night. I said that I could get about eight 
channels. He was surprised that the government put out so many 
programs at the same time on so many stations. It was very hard to 
get the boys to believe that the state didn’t control any TV stations. 
I had a lot of trouble trying to explain our TV programs and about 
sponsors. They had heard of the Lincoln automobile but couldn’t 
figure out how Lincoln could put on a TV program. 

They paid for the ice cream. We got our coats and we walked out 
down the main street toward the hotel. | asked one of them if he had 
ever chewed gum. He said he had, only once. I told them all to wait 
in front of the hotel until I came back. I ran upstairs and got the 
supply of gum we had brought along for that very purpose. They 
each tore open their packages very gravely and popped gum into their 
mouths. They seemed to enjoy it so I gave all seven of them two 
more packs each. I told them that if they ever got to America to 
come and visit me. Then we said formal goodbys and they left.

Leukemia at- 
tacks persons of all ages, but it is seen in its 
acute form most often in children under 15, 
Once the disease sets in, the average life of 
the chronic leukemic is three to four years, 


while acute leukemia claims at least half of 
its victims within one year of onset.

Doctors at City of Hope, where the costly 
services are given without charge, are of course 
trying to find a cure for leukemia, but they can 
do nothing more now than tend the dying pa- 
tients and find answers to the harrowing ques- 
tions of the parents.

For the doctors at the City of Hope ward, research into leukemia is as 
important a part of the work as treatment of the disease, and they have 
been encouraged by signs of progress toward solution of its mysteries, 
Leukemia gene rally is thought of as an overabundance of corpuscles of 
the blood, “principally the wilt lly multiplying white cells. In addition to 
being malignant, these white blood cells in a leukemic do not perform 
their jobs, foremost of which ts battling infection. Dr. Howard Bierman, 
chief cancer specialist at City of Hope. Medical Center, thinks that leu- 
kemia may not be a cane erous disease at all but an imbalance of the blood 
caused by the inability of the patient to dispose of white corpuse ‘les 
after their normal life. 

Research has been intensified in the U.S. since the 1947 discovery of 
substances called folic acid antagonists, which help prolong the life of 
leukemics. Since then other drugs that show encouraging results have 
been found, and some of these have cured leukemia in poultry and mice. 
In the Children’s Medical Center in Boston a child suffering from acute 
leukemia has been kept alive for over six years by drugs and transfusions.

Broadway's new success, The Chalk Garden, offers an entrancing gallery 
of unabashed eccentrics. They are lined up below in a drawing by Bur- 
mah Burris against a photographic impression of Cecil Beaton’s stage 
setting, which represents the English manor house where this flock of 
interesting cuckoos make their nest. 

The play, written by Novelist Enid Bagnold, author of National Vel- 
vet, opens with the little episode at left. Miss Madrigal is nervously wait- 
ing with her purse on her knees to apply for the job of governess to 
a high-strung and flighty girl named Laurel. Miss Madrigal mysteriously 
refuses to produce any references but finally gets the job because she 
displays an astonishing knowledge of horticulture and promises to make 
flowers grow even in the sterile and chalky soil of the family garden. 
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THE MOTHER (Marian Seldes), who has 
spent years apart from her daughter with a 
second husband, awakens to her responsi- 
bilities and returns to take the child away. 


Once she is hired, Miss Madrigal proceeds to battle for the soul of 
Laurel, who lives with her helter-skelter grandmother, tells fantastic 
lies, has no close friend except a kind-hearted but jittery butler with a 
jail record. Miss Madrigal herself turns out to have a jail record, since 
she was also a problem child like Laurel. Made wiser, however, by her 
misfortunes, Miss Madrigal is able to help Laurel transplant herself to 
better ground, directing her to the protection of her mother, who can 
give her a normal upbringing, 

Witty and well-acted, The Chalk Garden actually is an allegory of over- 
civilized society that finds salvation through misfortune and compas- 
sion. But it also stands up as pure entertainment. Watching it is like 
thumbing through a family album of bizarre and fascinating portraits. 


THE BUTLER (Fritz Weaver), who once 
was in jail for being a conscientious objec- 
tor, faithfully serves the bizarre household, 
is Laurel’s closest confidant and companion. 


THE GOVERNESS (Siobhan McKenna), 
hiding the shame of her years in jail, sees 
some of her own faults mirrored in Laurel and 
is able to exert a stabilizing influence on her.

He turned out to be 70-year-old Professor Carlo Battisti, 
who headed the department of languages at Florence University, 
He was persuaded to meet De Sica, who persuaded him to try out 
for the part. In his first acting job Professor Battisti became a star.

ONEY MAC 


Eager family that bought RKO rolls a tire business 


into all fields, always winds up hub-deep in clover

N the face of the matter the recent purchase of the 

RKO studios in Hollywood by the General Tire & 
Rubber Co. is the queerest development since some- 
one put the overalls in Mrs. Murphy's chowder. What 
is a tire company doing with a movie studio? Turn it 
around: what is a movie studio doing in a tire com- 
pany? Either way seems not to make sense. 

It helps—momentarily—to learn that General Tire 
bought the studio through one of its subsidiaries, 
General Teleradio, Inc. (now being reorganized as RKO 
Teleradio Pretites: Inc.), which owns ae operates a 
number of radio and television stations and controls 
the Mutual Broadcasting System. But this only trades 
one riddle for another. What is a tire company doing 
in the radio and television business? What is it doing 
with the Mutual Broadcasting System? And what have 
these got to do with the movies? 

For that matter, what have rocket motors to do with 
the movies? Because, as one learns, General Tire con- 
trols the Aerojet-General Corp. of Azusa, Calif., the 
biggest manufacturer of motors for guided missiles 
and jet-assist-take-off devices for aircraft. Where do 
shoelaces fit in? General Tire recently bought a fac- 
tory that makes them. What about molded plastic 
furniture and sport car tops? And industrial chemi- 
cals? And basketballs? And machine tools? And one- 
man submarines? 

In short, what’s going on here? What is General 
Tire—or is it, perhaps, some sort of corporate fiction? 

The answer, it is comforting to learn, is that the 
General Tire & Rubber Co. really exists and has its 
headquarters and some large factories in Akron, Ohio, 
as is seemly for a rubber company. Moreover, it does 
produce tires, as well as many other mundane rubber 
items such as rubber sheets, and these actually ac- 
count for about half of its income. Thus, indubitably, 
it is a tire and rubber company, as its name suggests. 
The answer to the compound puzzle of RKO, the 
submarines, etc. is that its president, an elderly lepre- 
chaun named William Francis O'Neil, steadfastly re- 
fuses to admit any such thing. “Who says we should 
stick to the rubber business? War business is to make 
money!” And with this simple declaration of intent 
everything becomes, in a sense, logical. 

The fact is that General Tire. for all its eccentricities, 
is only an extreme example of a common trend in 
American business. This trend, recently set forth in 
the novel Cash McCall (Lire, July 4), is an ingenious 
attempt to adapt to the new facts of economic life. 
Traditionally, the way to make money has been to 
think up a useful item or service, start modestly, build 
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out of profits, and reap the benefits of success in divi- 
dends. But nowadays high corporation taxes make it 
hard to expand out of profits, and high income taxes 
make it hard to keep much from dividends. The only 
way to make a lot of money today is to operate thr ough, 
with, in spite of and, if possible. around the tax ine: 
For instance, long-term ‘ ‘capital g eains’ ‘the increase 
in the value of a business or piece of property—are 
taxed at a maximum of only 25% compared with indi- 
vidual income tax rates reaching to 91%. Losses sus- 
tained while building up one division of a company 
(for ultimate advantage through capital gains) reduce 
the tax burden on the profitable divisions. 

Along with and related to such tax considerations, 
businessmen have learned the advantages of diversi- 
fication, If technological invention or a change in con- 
sumer habits cripple a product, a diversified company 
can survive while a “‘straight-line” firm might fail. 
Finally, all this is newly possible because business 
has become a semi-science governed by rules which 
can be applied to one business as well as another. 

Obviously General Tire has pushed this logic to its 
outer limits, and conceivably beyond them. Yet the 
chances are that the RKO purchase (for $25 million 
eash) will prove to be advantageous, not only for RKO 
and General Tire, but for the movie and television in- 
dustries and for the public. Quite certainly it will 
make a big difference in the kind and quality of the 
filmed entertainment that will reach the nation’s TV 
screens. It may well produce a new national television 
network, based on a new concept of programing. 
Where it will end, indeed, nobody knows, not even 
William Francis O’Neil. In the style of a Hollywood 
epic, it began with his father. This is a story of three 
generations, and we must flash back.... 

Michael O’Neil was born in County Cork, Ireland, 
on a farm next door to a family called Ford, one of 
whose descendants was to make a name for himself in 
the automobile business. Michael grew up in this 
country, worked for a hosiery concern, and with his 
savings moved west and opened a dry goods store in 
Akron. He might as readily have gone to any other 
small Midwestern town, but fate had tapped him on 
the shoulder. A few years earlier another young man 
from the east, Dr. B. F. Goodrich, had started a rubber 
factory there. His success bred imitators, other local 
factories were started, and willy-nilly the town became 
“the rubber capital” and grew with the motor age. 

From this, Michael benefited doubly. His store 
prospered and expanded i in step with the town. And 
the tire companies themselves were good customers,

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for an essential part of tire casings is cord—ordinary cotton twine 
in those days—and the early tire builders came to the logical place, 
the dry eoods store, to buy it. Michael bought a cord factory 1 in 
Worcester, Mass., to reap the profits from what had been a nickel 
and dime item, and thereby set an example of economic opportun- 
ism that his descendants were to copy many times, 

He had further shown his initiative by marrying and becoming 
the father of four sons, all of whom bore the middle name “Fran- 
cis’ because of his wife’s special feeling for St. Francis of Assisi. 
William Francis, born in 1885, grew up in a mingling of devout 
Irish Catholicism and nonsectarian sales promotion. After St. 
Vincent’s School in Akron he went to Holy Cross, which is at 
Worcester, and in spare time learned the business and kept the 
books at the cord factory. When he graduated, in 1907, Michael 
brought him back to the store and, William recalls, “put me in 
charge of all the losing departments and the boiler room.” Ram- 
bunctious, humorous and energetic, he had a flair and a liking for 
merchandising, and he did well. But after a year he had symptoms 
of TB and was sent West to rest and recover. 

He got as far as Kansas City. There he ran into another Akron 
émigré named W. E. Fouse. The two Akronites whipped each 
other up to such enthusiasm about the rubber industry that they 
decided to enter the tire business together. Young O’Neil wired 
his parents that he had made al complete recovery ‘and then, with 
Fouse, secured a Firestone distributorship and opened a tire acces- 
sory and repair shop. Shortly the partners were netting $30,000 a 
year each, By 1915 they were ready to start their own tire manu- 
facturing company and came back to Akron, where they launched 
General Tire. They ended the first year with a net profit of $620. 
This was the old-fashioned way of getting rich, as noted earlier 
and they kept to the pattern for more than a quarter of a century. 
Michael O'Neil, who had put up $50,000, served as company presi- 
dent until his death in 1927. Afterward, with Fouse, who liked 
finances, as secretary-treasurer, and William O'Neil, the super- 
salesman, as president, the company kept expanding until it was 
the fifth biggest in the whole tire industry. 

While this was going on, William O’Neil—by now known ef.- 
ficiently as “W.O.’ *__had married a Kansas City girl named Grace 
Savage and was living in a fine house with a big yard and filling it 
with a big family: five boys and a girl, who came along at two-year 
intervals and were alternately brown-eyed and blue-eyed, which 
made them easier to tell apart. Family life, too, revolved around 
the tire business, as indeed did most social life in one-industry 
Akron. W.O. was a zealot. He loved the business, the moves and 
counters and quarrels of competition excited him, and he com- 
municated this excitement to his sons. He had. of course, lone 
since become a millionaire. Money for its own sake was no longer 
important. But—and this is a characteristic of a breed which 
O’Neil in many ways typifies—it was important as a way of keeping

score in the great game of business. For such men, to make another 
million is like breaking par at St. Andrews. And with this motiva- 
tion, an event in 1940 led him and General Tire almost inevitably 
to the RKO deal in 1955. 

It began with a labor problem. The rubber workers’ union has 
a record of militancy and during the 1930s Akron seethed with la- 
bor troubles. O’Neil, a dedicated rugged individualist, believed 
the workers would see the light if properly “educated.’”’ His public 
relations chief suggested buying a local radio station, WJW. 
O'Neil liked the idea, he says with a grin, “until I found out the 
law said I'd have to give labor an equal amount of time to talk 
back.” But, in investigating the deal, he learned that the station 
was losing money and could be bought cheaply, and he thought 
that it could be made profitable. He impulsively decided to buy 
it as an investment. The oldest O’Neil boy, William Michael, 
was by then a young man working his way up in General Tire. 
W.O. gave the station to him—gift taxes being less than inherit- 
ance taxes—and stood back to watch his son gain what surely 
would be good business experience, if nothing else. 


The smell of warm blood 


JN the first year young Bill O’Neil netted a $40,000 profit on 

the $60,000 investment. He went on to make as much as $200,- 
000 profit a year. To W.O., this was like the smell of warm blood to 
a lion. “I saw that this was a good thing,” he recalls. “I wanted to 
get in on it.’ Before long he learned that the Yankee Network, a 
New England radio chain, was for sale. General Tire at this time 
was, as W.QO. says, “in an excess profits situation and we wanted 
to broaden our tax base.”” General bought the network in 1942 for 
the bargain price of $1,340,000. In 1944 Yankee paid a dividend 
of $418,000, better than 30% on the investment. It paid out the 
whole investment in four years—and General was in the entertain- 
ment business to stay. 

It was a happenstance of the radio business that led General into 
its second big, permanent venture outside rubber products. W.O. 
was yearning to buy station WGTH in Hartford to fill a gap in 
Yankee’s regional coverage. A lawyer who specialized in radio mat- 
ters was engaged to reconnoiter the deal. One day, as W.O. recalls, 
this man telephoned and asked, “Do you want to buy a buzz bomb 
factory?” The lawyer explained that Andrew Haley, legal repre- 
sentative for WGTH, was also a backer of something called Aero- 
jet Engineering Corp. This had been formed by some Cal Tech sci- 
entists to build rocket devices especially for helping airplanes take 
off. It needed financial help and management advice, and Haley 
hoped to interest General Tire in supplying them. 

The offer came when W.O. was in a position of special recep- 
tivity. His fourth son, Hugh, a Navy pilot in World War II, had 
been lost when rough seas kept a rescue plane from taking off. Look- 
ing into the matter, W.O. learned that the Navy considered the 
jet-assist idea feasible, but that because of Navy red tape and the

FIRST TIRE STORE and repair shop was opened in Kansas City in 1909 by 
William O'Neil Sr. (right). He stayed six years, then moved back to Akron. 
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impracticality of the Aerojet scientists, little had been accom- 
plished. “The specialist,” he observes, “is never worth a damn as 
an executive, because he knows too much and all he sees is prob- 
lems.’ General Tire moved into Aerojet and soon had the project 
on its feet. An early result was the Doolittle raid on Japan, using 
the Aerojet JATO units to assist the heavy haeshare from the 
flight decks of aircraft carriers. Today Aerojet is a very large enter- 
prise with 4,300 employes, current sales of $60 million a year, and 
estimated sales within a few years of $200 million. 

Incidentally, it accounts for the midget submarines in General 
Tire’s portfolio. To study underwater jet propulsion, the division 
uses huge concrete water-filled circular tanks. I'wo of its engineers, 
while w orking on submarine propulsion problems, used the facil- 
ities to build: and test a one-man sub. The Navy is using it for 
undersea reconnaissance, and in its civilian version—propelled by 
foot pedal or electric battery—it has been put on sale at Aber- 
crombie & Fitch. 

Having spanned the gamut of improbabilities from radio to rock- 
ets, and having learned the j joys of diversification, General Tire 
subsequently bought the Pennsylvania Rubber Company and be- 
came the largest U. Ss purveyor of tennis balls. It expanded abroad, 
until now it ranks third among U.S. tire companies in foreign sales. 

The advent of synthetic oEbber led the company’s engineers and 
chemists into other applications of synthetic materials. Once firmly 
established in the field, General has since expanded by growth and 
purchase of existing companies to become the world’s biggest man- 
ulacturer of plastic film and sheeting (upholstering fiterialé, arti- 
ficial leathers, etc.), turns out Bandreda of diverse items in the 
plastics and chemical fields, and is still expanding. 


A search for excitement 


OME of these moves were based on tax advantages. Others re- 

flected W.O.’s restless adventuresomeness, his love of compe- 
tition, and the fact that once a company starts expanding in plas- 
ties nnd chemicals almost anything may happen. And not least, 
the soufflé rose because the four surviving O'Neil boys had grown 
up, and they were looking for excitement too. 

All of them had follow ad their father into General Tire. William, 
as noted, soon branched off into radio. He moved his station from 
Akron to Cleveland, piled up profits, and last year sold out for 
$330,000, a very pretty capital gain. But he is a somewhat off- 
center O'Neil. He has a profitable wired music business in Cleve- 
land and vicinity, spends a good deal of time in Florida, and seems 
content to be merely rich and successful: W.O. regards him indul- 
gently as just a little bit lazy. John, the third boy, showed philo- 
sO] shical symptoms for a time, too, and studied for the vricsthiood: 
But he returned to General as a financial assistant and now has thie 
taut, bright look of a rising businessman. M.G. (“Gerry”) O'Neil. 
the youngest, is executive assistant to his father. At 70, W.Q. has 
been forced to slow down somewhat, and Gerry has become his 

right hand in running the company. Personable and energetic. 
Laown to his brothers by the nickname of “Smooth,” he takes a 
special interest in plastics and chemicals and is chiefly responsible 
for the company’s aggressive expansion in those fields. 

The other and second oldest O'Neil son, Thomas Francis Mahar 
O'Neil, is an apotheosis of all the chief O’Neil qualities and is 
built to match. According to legend, he was so big at birth (April 
18, 1915) that the doctors could only marvel, and no one thought 
to weigh him until he was 2 weeks old, at which time he broke an 
18- pound baby scale. At any rate, he now weighs 220 pounds,

But again, it all went back to radio. After the war Tom O'Neil 
was assigned to General's Boston office. Since Boston is headquar- 
ters for the Yankee network he ke ‘pt a family eye on this operation, 
much as W. O. had done for grandfather Michael in the Worcester 
cord factory. He and the radio: busiiiess turned out to be so com- 
patible that W. O. picked him—*‘He’s not lazy, that boy’’—as 
heir presumptive to the radio operation, made him vice president 
and a director of Yankee, and then a director of the Mutual Broad- 
casting System, in which Yankee owned a 20% interest. At once 
he began building his enclave within the General empire, calculat- 
ing percentages—with a pocket slide rule—on targets of oppor- 
tunity that floated by. 

One such target was the Don Lee network, a big West Coast 
chain (also a 20% owner of Mutual) which came up for auction 
when its owner died. O'Neil bid it in for the low price of $12.3 
million. Soon he bought WOR, a big New York-New Jersey sta- 
tion which owned another 20% of Mutual. This gave General 
Tire working control of the system, and Tom became Mutual’s 
chairman of the board and soon its president. Meantime he was 
adding TV stations and independent radio stations to his port- 
folio. While some in the radio-TV business were still trying to 

catch his name, he had made himself a leader in the industry—all 
of this done, naturally, under the benevolent but eagle eye of W. O. 

However, Tom had good reasons to he dissatisfied. The big future 
lay in TV, and his five TV stations were assorted in size and widely 
spread: in New York, Boston, Memphis, Los Angeles and West 
Palm Beach. They could not be melded together into a network, 
for the cable charges would be too high. Yet they had somehow to 
compete with NBC, Columbia and ABC stations which carried ever- 
bigger and ever-more-expensive shows. Tom O’Neil and _ his 
staff came up with an answer so obvious, yet involving such a

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considerable investment, that competitors found it hard to believe. 
The answer: movies. 

T'V’s traditionally bad movies had become a bad joke. The reason 
they were bad, of course, was that the major Hollywood studios 
had refused to sell any good pictures to this dangerous competitor. 
O'Neil determined to break through this film barrier one way or 
another. Once he got his hands on some good movies for TV, he 
would play each at a regular curtain time for a full week and pay 
for them by splicing in a number of short “‘spot”’ advertisements. 

His opportunity came when the Bank of America, which finances 
many movies, agreed to lease a block of 30 films which had not 
returned their production costs and on which it had had to fore- 
close. Most of them actually were not very good, but they were far 
above the TV level and all had big stars and good possibilities for 
“exploitation” —such as Arch of Triumph, One Touch of Venus 
and Miracle of the Bells. General Teleradio leased the lot of them 
for four years for $1,350,000 and put them on WOR, New York, 
on a program titled Million Dollar Movie. Shortly the show had 
a ‘“Telepulse”” cumulative rating of better than 80%, meaning that 
share of all the TV sets in New York were tuned in on it at some 
point each week, bypassing some of the biggest shows on the net- 
works. On Channel 9 Theater on KHJ, the Los Angeles station, 
the program had a rating of 60%. 

But then, of course, came the agonizing problem of how to keep 
the bonanza going once the Bank of America films had been played 
out. Tom O'Neil began the search for new supplies. Like everyone 
else looking for a backlog of pictures, he thought of RKO. This 
once-great studio, with hundreds of old “million dollar produc- 
tions” cached away in its vaults, was owned by Howard Hughes, a 
very rich and very peculiar man who had neglected it, nearly de- 
activated it and now wanted to sell it. But O’Neil learned, as others 
had before, that Hughes would not sell the film library or any part 
of it separately. The deal would have to be a package: studios, distri- 
bution organization and all. This implied going into either the real 
estate business or the movie production business, and all O'Neil 
wanted was some films for his program, so he looked elsewhere. 

For a while, during last spring, it seemed that M-G-M would 
break the united front of the big studios by renting a block of 
its films to him. Then M-G-M hacked off. No other studio would 
do business. Perforce, Tom O'Neil’s thoughts wandered back to 
RKO. Was it really such a bad idea to get into the movie pro- 
ducing business? 


Figuring out a $9 million profit 


HE O’Neils examined the problem en masse. Staff studies 

were made of the movie business, of the potential TV values 
of the RKO library, of the potential exhibition values of films that 
RKO had finished but not yet released to theaters. The figures 
worked out—at a purchase price of $25 million, the figure Hughes 
would accept, there would be a hypothetical profit of $9 million. 

Hughes sent an airplane to carry Tom O'Neil to California, and 
after three days and nights of haggling over details the sale was 
completed. Then, in a move characteristic of the times, Hughes, 
O'Neil and their lawyers took off for Las Vegas to sign the agree- 
ment, to enjoy the benefit of the more lenient Nevada tax laws. 

Thus at last, after many a convolution, Michael O’Neil’s ball of 
twine had stretched to Hollywood. It is pertinent now to examine 
the possible results. Have the Flying O’Neils, the acrobats of the 
business world, calculated their new novelty correctly or will they 
fall into the net? 

The first and guaranteed result will be that the public will have 
the opportunity, for better or worse, to see many more “‘million 
dollar movies.” According to an estimate prepared before the pur- 
chase, the RKO library contains 599 features “‘suitable for televi- 
sion release.”’ Of these, 180 are of “superior quality,” such as 
The Informer and the Astaire-Rogers series of pleasant memory. 
The wholesale value of this library was estimated at more than $15 
million, The retail value, the amount that General Teleradio can get 
from sponsors and from renting the films to other TV stations, is 
anybody’s guess. Conceivably, if the returns are comparable to 
those from the Bank of America movies, it could be twice the 
wholesale value. Deduct sales expenses and other charges, add 
the value of 3,500 short subjects which were ignored in the calcu- 
lations, and Tom O'Neil seems almost bound to turn a profit on 
this part of the purchase. 

A second, quite likely result will be that the other major studios 
will begin to release their own film libraries to TV. It has been a 
Hollywood aphorism for years now that, “Once somebody pulls 
the plug on one major, they'll all cave in.” Like other aphorisms 
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Sportsman is just about man’s best 
friend!

RKO STUDIOS in Hollywood were included in the recent O’Neil purchase 
only because owner Howard Hughes would not sell his film library by itself. 
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this one is not necessarily true, but logic favors it, for the film 
libraries are valuable only so long as there is a scarcity of good 
feature pictures for TV use, Already. RKO’s 180 “superior qual- 
ity” films have relieved the scarcity and the other libraries are 
worth less now than before. Since the RKO purchase, all the major 
studios have issued reassurance that they will not sell to TV, but 
the prevailing feeling in the industry is 
that it is only a matter of time, perhaps a 
very short time, before one or another 
will weaken, Naturally, Tom O'Neil hopes 
that this will not happen for a while yet, 
until he can get the full value from his 
investment.

The near future would seem to point to no great difficulties. Holly- 
wood has come a long way from the desperate interval of 1950- 
1953, when the first impact of TV had ruined the box office and a 
common ambition was not how to break into the movies, but how 
to keep from going broke in them. The well-promoted novelty of 
the wide screen helped bring audiences back, and the frightened 
industry, grasping at the equally novel idea of trying to make good 
adult entertainment, managed to produce enough really good mov- 
ies to hold them. 

Today the industry is smaller but healthier. The “B” pictures 
and their cheap-jack producers are gone, absorbed into TV serials; 
the audiences have leveled off from a wartime peak of 110 million 
admissions a week to about 50 million; production itself is down 
from about 500 routine movies a year to about half that number of 
*hand-tooled” ones. But higher film rental rates on these (re- 
flected in higher admission prices), the revival of the foreign mar- 
ket, and economies in studio operations have resulted in heavy 
profits. Plainly, for now at least, there is a rich theatrical market 
for new movies. 

Under Hughes, RKO was stripped of creative personnel. After 
rebuilding a staff, the O’Neils will start turning out movies, but it

takes for a baby, approximately nine months from the idea. It will 
be about two years, at this rate, before the studio can reach full 
production on its own, if it chooses to aim for that. Meanwhile, it 
is looking forindependent producers, to whom it will furnish finane- 
ing, studio facilities and distribution in turn for a share of the 
profits. The first one it landed was a whale: David O. Selznick, 
producer of Gone With the Wind and other famous winners, who 
starts next month on a new version of A Farewell to Arms, 

And so, another result will be more “good” movies in the thea- 
ters, as well as on the TV screen. 

The most important result may well be to complete the mar- 
riage between the movies and TV. Already most of the TV serials 
and even some of the more important shows are filmed. Most of ° 
the independent lots in Hollywood are entirely occupied by TV 
film units. They turn out many more:hours of filmed entertain- 
ment than do the major studios. It is TV, not the movies, that ex- 
cites the talent agencies and is the big topic of conversation at the 
bars and swimming pools. Even the majors have taken the first 
tentative, perhaps irremediable step: all but Paramount and Uni- 
versal International have gone in for TV production in a small 
way, and at 20th Century-Fox the great Zanuck himself has deigned 
to serve as adviser to the local TV unit. In spite of the big cutback 
in feature film production, Hollywood, as a film entertainment cen- 
ter, has never been so busy as it is today. 

Thus the idea that the mediums are different and somehow in- 
compatible is already a myth. But to blend them once and for all, 
so that each finds its natural and proportionate place in the en- 
tertainment business, may be the peculiar destiny of the tire sales- 

man, Tom O'Neil. He is unencumbered by the fear, sentiment and 
inertia that affect the old-line movie executives in their attitude 
toward TV. Trained in television, he is now bound to respect and: 
try to understand the older form too. So he comes on the scene. 
with a fresh eye and a pragmatic spirit. 

“Look,” he explained recently, “the situation is fundamentally 
the same as it is in the rubber business. A rubber factory will turn 
out various kinds of tires, tubes, all sorts of rubber products, 
depending on what it can sell. RKO is just a factory, a film factory. 
TV films, features, industrial films, commercials, educational films, 
cartoons, it’s all the same raw material, film, something happeni 
on a screen. Sure, whatever it is it has to be good. You can’t sell 
bum tires and stay in business either.” 

Probably there will always be feature films for theatrical show- 
ing, eventually on screens of 360°, if the present trend continues. 
O'Neil will make them as long as there is a profit in them. Pay-as- 
you-see TV may make it possible to produce million-dollar-type 
features for TV alone. If so, O’Neil intends to produce them. Cable 
charges for “live” network shows on TV are very high. Might it 
not be much cheaper and thus more profitable to put most shows 
on film, airmailing the prints to the stations for release at the most 
convenient local air time? And might this idea, with RKO supply- 
ing the films, work into a whole new national “network” that 
could grow from General Teleradio’s present stations? 

Tom O’Neil’s eyes flare with excitement and he says, “Look, 
here’s the point, you see—it’s wide open. Wide open!’ And old 
W. O., with a whole new industry to move around in, nods and says 
with relish, “You’re damned right.”
